Reasons for Allowance

In Oden et al (5,217,375) the closest reference of record, sintering is performed after the 
milling step (note e.g. column 5, line 8). The prior art of record lacks a clear teaching providing 
the motivation of not providing for any sintering after the step of milling into the shape of a dental 
prosthesis as is required by independent claims 55 and 76.
